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AFFECTING NARRATIVE 


{Letters received from St. Helena, give a fiogular and af- 
fe€tiag Narrative of Gx deferters from the Artillery of 
thatifland, The extraordihary edveajures produced a 
Court of enquiry, on the sath of December lait, when 
Joun Baown, one of the farviyors, delivered the fol- 
lowing account, upon oath :---] 


“IN Jane, 1799, I belonged to the 1 com- 
pany of Ariillery, in the fervice of chis garrifon, 
and on the roth of that month, about half an hour 
before parade time, M’Kinnon, guaner, and or- 
derly of the 2d company, «tked me if f was wil- 
ling to go with him on board an Americ m thip 
c.iied the Cohuatbia 5 after iome Converfation | 
agreed, and met him ahouc feven o'clock at the 
play hoafe, where Pfound one M’Quin, of Ma- 
jor Seai’s Compaty, another min called Brig- 
houfe, another man called Parr, and the fixth, 
Mathew Conway. 

« Parr was a good feaman, and faid he wou!d | 
take us to the Ifland of Afcenfion, or lay off the} 
harbor till the Columbia could weigh anchor and 
come out. We went down about eight o’clock to , 
the Weft Rock, where, the American boat was | 
waiting for as, manned with three American fea- 
men, which took us alone lide of the Columbia. 


* Brighoufe and Conway propofed to cut aj} 
whale boat from out the harbor to prevent the Co- 
lambia‘from being fufpetted, which they effected. 


“We obférved linthores. prfiag on the line’ 
wanes EE ee noiia, as 
though we were mifled andfearched for; we im- 
mediately embarked in the whale boat, with about 
twenty-five pounds of brerd in a bag, and a keg 
of water, fuppofed to contain about thirteen gal | 
lons, one comoafs and quadrant, given to us by! 
the commanding officer of the Columbia; but in! 
our harry, the Quadrant was either jeft behiad or} 
dropped overboard. 

*© We then eft the thip, pulling with two oars, 
only to get ahead of her—the bow was half full | 
pak and nothing to bale her out: it this con- | 

we rowed to fea, and Jay off the iflind a 
great diftance, expe&ing the American thip hour- 
y- 











“We continued our courfe till about the 18th, 
in the morning, when we fiw a number of birds, 
but no land, About twelve o’elock this day, Parr | 
faid he was fure we maf be paft the iflantl, ac- | 
counting it to be Zoo miles from St. Helena. 
We then each of us took our fhirts, and with them 
made a fort of a {pritfail, and laced oar jackets 
and trowlers tovether at the wailtbund to keep us 
warm, and then aitered our courfe to welt by 
by north thinking to make Rio de Janeiro, on the 
American coatt, Provifions raaning very fhort, 
weallowed ourlelves oa9 ounce of bread for twea- 
ty four hours, and two mouthfuls of water. 

_“€ We continued uncil the 25th, when our pro- 
Vifions were expended. On che 27th, M’Quin 
Wols a piece of bamboo in his mouth to chew and 
we all followed his exsmple. On that night, 
Ubeing my turn to fleer the boat, and remem- 

ring to have read of perfoas in oar fication 
futing thoes, [cat a piece off one of mine; bat 
it being foaked with (lt water, I was obliged to

On the lait of July, Mr. Pare caughta dolphin 
with a gaff that had been, left inthe bort. We 
all fell on our knees and thanked God for his gocd 
neisto us. We tore up the fith and hung it to 
dry; about 4 o’clock we eat part of it, which 
agreed with us prey well. On this ith we iab- 
filled tillthe 4th, about 11 o'clock, when fieding 
the whole expended, bones and ali, Parr, myfelf,

** Before he was quice cold, Brighoufe, with one 
of thofe n.ils, cut a pierce of fledh off his thigh and 
hung it up, leaving his body in the boat. About 
three hours after we ail cat of it—only a very {mall 
bit. This piece laited until the 7th. We dipped 
the body every two hours iato the fea-to preierve 
it. Parr having fowad a piece of (ate in the dot- 
tom of the boat, he thirpened it on et# other large 
flone, and with it cut another piece.aff the thigh, 
which latted uatil the 8th, whemic being my 
watch, and obierving the water about break of 
day to change color, I called the ref, chinking we 
were near thore, but (aw no lawd, ig not being 
quite daylight. ae 

**« Asioon as day appeared, we difcovered land 
right ahead, aad tleered towards it. Aboat eight 
o’clock in the morning we were lof to the shore, 
there being a very heavy furf, we éndeavored to 
turn the boat’s head toit; but being very weak, 
we were unible—foon ater the boat upfet !— 
Myfelf, Conway and Parr, goton fhore. M’Quin 
and Brighoule were drowned. 


[ The land they were driven upon proved to be 
St. Salvador. They were kindly treated by the 
inhabitants, who froveto relieve their diftrefles, 
and benevolendy furnified them with the means 
of conveyance to Europe. }

THE difufe into which moft of the barbarous 


cultoms of antiquity have fallen, is one of the 
principal alterations in human fociety, which hes 
lerved to promote the happinels of mankind. ‘lo 
deftroy fuch cuftoms has always been a iaborion 
tafk ; vecaufe of the prejudice of men in favor of 
the practices of their forefathers... ‘To the time 
caule we may atiribuce the impofhibility of effe&- 
ing any change of manners ocherwile than by a 
long f@rics of vigorous exertions. While the def. 
touction of Sy aeref thale catometwhac? 
pecoivious, b.s been happily «ccomplilhed, others 
have been retained for ages, without fuff&cring 
acy material alteration. Of the latter defcriptioa 
is the inhuman practice of dueling; concerning 
the origin of which, we are left to form fuch 
opinions as we think ore molt confillent with rea- 
fon. It is, perhaps, coewal with the firk formation 
of fociety, when the dehciency of languege ren 
dered fomeother expedient neceflary to decide the 
namerous quarrels which mutt have arifen among 
men, when they were little (uperior to the brute 
creation. 

The béight co which duelling was carried in the 
times of the Feudal-Syilem, is almott incredible. 
in every hiltory of thofe times, may be found in- 
itances o! duels being fought with more than fav- 
age ferocity: amd vpen fuch flight pretences ag 
fhould hive egpofed the parties to pergetus! deri- 
hon. Tilting-matches were the principal diver- 
lions of the great men, in which Kings trequent- 
ly engaged, at the rifque of their liyes, without 
a with to obtain any thing more than the honor, 
whith was conferred on thofe who killed their 
opponents. 

Duels are now fo frequent among of the nations 
of Europe, that the art of fencing is efteemed a 
neceflary qualtfication for all who with co fuftain 
the characters of gentlemen. hb is very aftonifhin 
theta praCtice, fo repugnant toevery principle of 
humanity, fhould be cherished by any who regard 
the happinefs of their fellow creatures. The great 
nambers which have been deprived of relations 
on whom they were dependenr, and by whofe 
death they wore left heipleis and deftiute of 
friends, furnith fufficient reafon for condemning 
this practice. ‘The connexions of the decealed 
mult be doubly grieved, when they reflect on the 
caufe and manner of his death. 

To havea friend or relation torn from us in the 
commilffion of fuch an unluwful aét as duelling, 
muft certainly caufe the molt difagreeable fenfa- 
tions, Where duelling has been prevalent, focir 
ety has been deprived of iome of its beit members, 
who have facrificed their own opinions to thofe of 
the populace, by giving or accepting challenges, 
which have brought them te untimely deaths. 

The advocates for duelling fay that it isan hon- 
orable and glorious method of revenging an inju- 
ry. This is fo far from being the cafe, that it is 
the molt irrational method that can be deviled ; 
for inftead of giving the innocent that fuperiority 
which they ought to have, it reduces them to the 
fame level with the guilty.
